When II Was A<l..,.tr.l ami How It Is at 
Present CnnslriM-letl. 

In a resolution of Congress June IS, 
1777, it was decreed ••thai the flag <,f 
the thirteen United States he thirteen 

stripes, alternately red and white; that 
the Union he thirteen siars, white in a 
blue Held, representing ■ new constel- 
lation." This flag was established »»y 

law in .luly ol the same year. The 
plan was to add a new stripe for each 

now State admitted to the Union, hut 

by the rapid sdmtssl >f now States 

the added stripe made the Hag loo 

large, and by a later act of Congress 

the stripes WON reduced to the orig- 
inal number, thirteen, and a star won 
added to the Union on the introduction 
of a new Slate.

It may lie said, in a word, that dur- 
ing his later years Darwin wavered 
between theism and agnosticism. At 
times one form of belief was upper- 
most, and again (ho Other would al- 
most convince his Judgment, It was 
purely a innntal process xvidi him, :» 
balancing of probabilities xvith a can- 
did and truth-loving spirit— but with 
a mind that had never been influenced 
by personal faith in Jesus. The 
one consideration (hat always 
staggered him and kept him 
from a total abandonment of rnligion 
xvas, to use his own words, "the ex- 
treme difflonlty, or rather impossibili- 
ty, of conceiving this immense und 
Wonderful universe.

Indeed, impossible to bolinvn 
that men xvith sound intellects will 
oxer come to the point xvhere they nro 
able honestly to accept the theory that 
tin- universe is the work of blind 
chance. To assume that the primordial 
matter and fores from which all 
things (by the theory) have been 

developed, oonlalned within thorn* 

selves the promise, mid potency of all 
that Is or is to be, is only lo push the 

difficulty back a step. Tim fundamen- 
tal assumption of science is that every 
effect must have an adequate cause, 
and the cnuse of mind can not b* 
any t hing lnforior to mind. This con- 
viction ran not loose its hold on man- 
kind with the advance of knowledge, 
for it Is a eonrlctloil that is closely 
hound up with the validity of all 
knowledge.
